Senate Library Committee 


Greenberg noted that the University had not yet received the 
necessary funds from the Government for the new Library building 
on the Sir George Williams campus. However, discussions are 
continuing for the new library facilities at Vanier. The 
Library Committee is also considering a new formula for budget 
allocations and suggestions are needed with respect to an 
appropriate reformulation for the distribution of library funds. 


With respect to CASA, since funds for faculty travel are no 
Tonger available, a decision by the Faculty was now required 
regarding the distribution of travel funds within Fine Arts. 
Guidelines, deadlines and criteria for application need to be 
discussed at the Faculty level. 


Academic Development Committee 


On behalf of L. Lacroix, D. Andrus noted for Council members 
information that, as a Committee of Senate, the Academic 
Development Committee reported directly to Senate after 
consultation with the Rector. Under discussion are issues such 
as the establishment of criteria and priorities for academic 
development within the University that include industry and 
research.
